Mr. May had driven w ith his m a­ 
chine from Springfield n ear C olum ­ 
biana and gone to the pum ping s ta ­ 
tion w est of this place to refill hi* 
gasoline tank a t th e m anufacturing 
plant there, taking w ith him his own 
children and a num ber from fam i­ 
lies in th e vicinity, 16 in all, for a 


ride, preliminary to hauling a crowd 
to the revival services In progress at 
Valley, 
T h e tank was filled and the 
return, trip begun, but M r. M ay ex 
perienced great difficulty in 
negotia 
ting the grades, hia carbureter refus 
ing to work properly with the new 
fuel, which Is understood to be of 
higher proof than the ordinary com- 
m ercial gasoline. 
A bout th ree m iles from the pum p­ 
ing station, 
w hile 
ascending 
the 
steep hill in front of th e A rner home 
th e m achine 
stalled 
w hile 
passing 
an o th er m achine. 
Y oung Oesch got 
out to cran k th e engine, and as he 
stooped over a sh eet of 
flame 
shot 
out from the ra d ia to r, 
burning

face, hands and clothing, and setting 
fire to the m achine
